A ppeciul dispatch, from Washington, 
brought the. news that the Senate had juat 
passed the Rivera and Hurbora. appropria- 
tion bill in which Wauke(ran* fl appropria- 
tion of t>345,0b0 remains' intact. . 
; ; Just a. brief message; but how much it 
means for Waukenran and the country ad- 
jacent to tba cityj.the frutition of the hope 
of year?, the asaurance of the early comple- 
tion of a deep water harbor which will ac 
comodnte the heaviest of lake traffic and the 
city's industrial and commercial. advance- 
ment be given the Impetus of the added 
facilities to be thus afforded. It is an end 
For which. .Wnukegan people have long 
hoped, and which in the lights of the long 
drawn out hiatory of the 'original harbor 
project seemed a matter of the distant fu- 
ture.' The .'old project dallied through the 
years till Congressman Foss became it's 
ardent., champion and aided in hurrying 
ita completion. -Bulrtbe city'a gro.wtfcF,out. 
sped the operation of the government and' 
when the old project was done there was a 
pressing need for a capacity beyond that 
contemplated at the beginning. 

The project of a deep water harbor was 
a big one but in; Mr. Voss it found a fear- 
less'ani ardent champion' * How well he 
worked in its interest was evidenced by the 
appropriation' which went down in the de- 
feated harbor bill of a year ago. The death 
of that bill was a sore dissapointment, but 
Wau kegan had on. ardent, man in her. be- 
half. The work had to.be done over again 
but in the bill Framed for the present Con- 
gress Wnukegan loomed np with on appro- 
priation of $345,000, Through its success- 
ive steps through the house it. was success- 
fully, guided. In the Senate committee it 
found another faithful supporter in Senator 
Win. E. Mason who has been vigilant and 
ready in behalf of the harbor project. 
. Congressman Fos^ and Seoalor Mason 
are to be congratulated upon the successful 
outcome of their work in behalf of Wauke- 
gan's appropriation, and more than that 
Wau began is tobe congratulated uponbav* 
ing her interests supported in Waabiunton 
by Bucb ardent and indefatigable men. 

Conarressman Fosa pledged his best efforts 
to secure for Waukegin a deep water har- 
bor, add right-well he has redeemed that 
pledge... Waukegau is and aught to be 
proud of him.

-In times of emergency, when coin 
was scarce, paper money of as low a 
value an Ave Bhililnrs waBUsuad by 
traders. But there has been a Iowet 
depth,. even, than' thus, cards and paper 
tickets having been resorted to, In some 
places for aa small a sum as one shill- 
ing. 

Another. Interesting Apeclal Issue, 
thowu by Mr, Phillips, was that of tbe 
Birmingham workhouse. These notes 
were circulated by -the overseers foi 
various small amounts, "Tor the con. 
venlence of paying the poor," and the 
payment was made when eight two 
shillings «lr pence or four five shilling 
notes- were brought together. ' In one 
corner of one of these .notes la a pic- 
ture of Charity nursing young children. 
As showing the length of time. during 
which notes may remain In currency, 
Mr. Phillips' mentioned that he had a 
Scotch note for £12. dated 1731. and 
the bank which Issued -It offered' to 
change It for htm. Belug a collector, 
Mr. Phillips- preferred, to hew his au- 
cient bit of paper.

As (ilutu costs only two cents a pound 
there Is a great temptation for those 
manufacturers who make substitutes 
and Imitation goods to use It.- Alum 
baking powders, enn be delected by 
the health authorities by chemical an- 
, alysls, but "the ordinary housekeeper, 
whose assistance In protecting the 
health of the; people, Ki Important, can- 
not make a chemical examination. 
She may easily know the alum powders, 
however, from the fact that they nre 
sold nt; from ten to twenty cents for 
a. pound can, or thnt soinc prize— like a 
spoon, or glass, or piece of crockery, or 
wooden wnre— Is given with the powder 
as nn. Inducement. 

As the people continue to realize the 
Importance of this subject -and consum- 
ers Insist on having baking powder of 
established name nnd character, nud as 
the health authorities continue, their 
Vigorous crusndes, the alum danger 
will, It Is hoped, Anally be driven from 
our homes.

In Omaha- Sunday,. was the hottest 
April day in flftcenbycars, - Tho ther- 
mometer at 5 p, in. reached 85 degrees, 
the highest previous record being 0"l de- 
grees. Two persona were overcome by 
heat in one church during the day, and 
maijy cases of Illness caused by heat are 
reported. A dispatch , from Fails City 
aoyg the mercury reached 100 degreed In 
tho shade at that place, aud that wheat 
Is suffering from lack of moisture. Oth- 
er points In southern Nebraska report 
record-breaking temperature for April.

The highest tempera- 
ture Sunday in Kansas City was 01 de- 
grees,

heat territory,^ says

and deterioration In the condition of the 
plant ore increasing. Tho general eon- 
tfUon of tho crop Is" less favorable, Tho 
Increase In. tho acreage should, however, 
offset the loss. by damage up to the pres- 
ent time. .Insect life has appeared, hut 
no damage Indicated' therefrom" as yet.

REPORT ON CUBAN TRADE. 



FJghirc&Showpccrcnae In Imports and 
Increase In Kxnorts. 

A comparative statement Issued by Col, 
Edwards, chief of the division of insular 
affairs,. shows the commerce of Cuba for 
the calendar years of lOOl.and 1000. The 
total value of merchandise imported dur- 
ing tlie year 1001 was $Q8 ( R83,!)73, 
against $00;058,090 for 1000, and the ex- 
ports of merchandise during the yenr end- 
ed Dee. 31, 1001, amounted to $03,278,- 
830, against $JS,004,04S for 1000, These 
figures show a very slight decrease In the 
imports nnd an increase of 20 per cent 
lu the exports. 

Tlie value of merchandise coming from 
the United. States for the calendar year 
1001 was $28,078,033, n decrease of ?1,- 
097,380 as compared with 1000,- while 
tlie exports for 1001 amounted to §48,- 
000,070, an Increase of $14,810,070. It 
is shown. that the export of Cuban su- 
gar to the United States amounted in 
1001 to $30,814,100 ;iu 1000 to ?10,7U3,- 
852 and In 1800 to $18,034,001.

Hard Blow for Sugar Trust— Thirty- 
four Keptibl icons Join Democratic 
Phalanx lh the Intensely Bra niatlc 
Striiircle-Livejr Time In the House, 

Doubtful victory for Cuban reciprocity, 
smashing defeat of Speaker Henderson 
and his nontenants In the House, a' hard 
blow at the New York sugar trust and i 
sensational, though perhaps temporary, 
triumph for the beet sugar protectionists. 
All this happened In the House of Repre- 
sentative!. Friday, afternoon amid. scenes 
of excitement such as have rarely been 
known In the history of that body.- 

The Republican' Speaker was overrdled 
In a Republican House by the combina- 
tion of thirty- four men of thnt party with 
the solid Democratic vote — by long odds 
the most dramatic political coup seen in 
Congress. In many -years. ,. ■ 

By. a vote of i 171 to 130"'control of the 
loiYcr.braneirwas .wrested from its lead- 
ers nnd the, majority party and turned 
over to the Democratic ultra protection 
alliance. 

Then by a vote of 100 to 105 the Mor- 
ris nmondnicnt, striking off the sugnr 
trust's differential protection of one- 
eighth of n cent a pound, wns adopted, 
thus admitting refined and raw sugar 
for two years nt the same-rates of duty. 

And finally the Cuban 20 per cent. reci- 
procity bill, thus amended, was passed 
by a vote of 247 to 02. 

The provisions of the bill as passed 
arc summarized as follows: The Presi- 
dent is authorized as soon as may be 
after the establishment of an independent 
government In Cuba, and the enactment 
by said 'government of immigration, ex- 
clusion and contract labor laws as re- 
strictive, as those of the United States, 
to negotiate a reciprocal trade agreement 
with Cuba by which, In return for equiv- 
alent concessions, the United States will 
grant a reduction of 20 per cent from the 
Dinglcy rates on goods coming into the 
United . States from Cuba, such agree- 
ment to continue until'Dee. 1, 1003. Dur- 
ing the existence of such agreement the 
duty, on refined sugars and all sugars 
above number 10 Dutch standard is to 
be 1.825 cents per pound.

Airesoine Mace "Which Preserves Or- 
der In House of Itcprcsentatlvci, 

"The Goose" has not been "brought 
out'* since the Fifty-fifth Congress, snys 
s. Washington correspondent. The "Bird," 
as it Is also culled, 
is the Mace; In offi- 
cial language, aad 
is by all odds tho 
most awesome 
thins around the 
House of Repre- 
sentatives. It Is a 
silver eagle sur- 
mounting a globe 
and the traditional 
thirteen arrows 
which* aro bound to- 
gether by silver 
bands. Altogether 
the Mace is about 
four feet in length 
and weighs some 
ooobe.* twenty pounds. 
When tho House is In session the "goose" 
Is planted on top of a marble pedestal nt 
the right of the Speaker's desk. As 
soon as tho House adjourns or is "resolv- 
ed into committee of the whole," the 
Mace comes down from the pedestal. 

The" most terrifying ofllco of the goose, 
however; Is that of preserving order. Af- 
ter the Speaker has exhausted his good 
right arm in Tapping with bis Ivory gavel 
for silence, after he has yelled his larynx 
raw, calling for "order I" he orders the 
sergeant-at-nras to bring forth the niVc- 
Inspirlng'ctnblem of authority. The ser- 
geant, 1 , generally pretty bndly Beared him- 
self, grabs tho goose, by the throat and 
benrs down upon tho offending member, 
By tho tlmo he reaches the obstreperous 
Congressman's Beat, ..that rip-roaring 
statesman, who but a moment before was 
filling the atmosphere with brimstone, 
slides into his chair. and becomes mcokcr 
than a lamb. 

Exactly what would happen to tho 
member who defied the gooso la not defi- 
nitely known. It Is the general belief 
that he would be blasted by Jones' llglit- 
wlngs. Jerry Simpson, tho Backless of 
Kansas, who was the last to Invoke the 
Mace, camo nearer destruction than any 
other member In history. 

"Take, that -buzzard away!" he cried m> 
tho Bcrgeant-at-arms advanced with the 
"goose" before -ililm. 

But Jerry wilted before the sergeant 
reached him. 

"By the authority rested in me by the 
Speaker of tho House of Representa- 
tives, you are now under arrest!" It 
what the aergeant-at-nrms would say if 
the offending member continued in his 
defiance. Then, it Is said, the disturber 
could be summarily "fired" from the 
House.

■ Tlie - late trial jiir.tba Circuit Court j , epqc- 
ial term, (and .this is something ...unusual) 
uf the principals in the Deerfield gambling 
rooms, so called, ended as expected, by those 
who heard the evidence,' in an acquital of 
the defendants. lOis not the cost of the 
trial or the expense to, the county— not less 
than $1500, — but the demoralization of so- 
ciety that follows an. act. of such public 
notoriety upon which outraged morality 
had some reason to expect a' different is- 
sue. The evidence, a? the trial progressed, 
was of such a character and so weak with- 
al, in the attempt to sn slain the several 
counts of the indictment that the ordinary 
lifitner wondered how an indictment of. five 
or six counts a gainst the defendants could 
have been arrived at by the 'grand jury 
without prejudice, and this prejudice must 
have been encouraged by some assistance 
other than the ordinarily fair mindeduess 
of the individual juror. 

The News has printed heretofore a 
measurably fair statement of the" case at 
the time the Citizen's League was organi- 
zed for the purpose of prosecuting these 
alleged offenders against public morality. 
-. From first tolastTas.it bos appeared by 
the evidence. in this trial, that the prosecu- 
tors of these offenders were guilty, almost, 
of compounding a felony. The zeal of these 
people awakened a spasm of virtue that has 
caused an expense of 110,000 to Lake coun- 
ty besides loss of time and money; not to 
Bay anything.pf the inconvenience, to many 
citizens, and worse than all caused a set- 
back to all lovers of good morals and de- 
cent society. ; 

' The grand jury system from time to 
time has been assailed, principally because 
of the ex-porte testimony given before it; 
and this is not. the only objection, for of 
late years it baa become a practice for the 
St atesK Attorney to enter the room and 
question the witnesses ad libitum and some- 
times dictating the action .to be taken, 
thus giving him unautnorized information 
wfaieh ho may use or not, for or against the 
interests of the people or individual, as the 
case may happen. A practice that has 
operated in some instances disastrously 
against the purpose and intact of the law: 
Under'tbe law he is not' a grand juror, 
but the forcmnn or any juror may call upon 
him on questions of law, if necessary. He 
has no more business in that jury-room 
than any other citizen not wanted. 

The trial was conducted with every pre- 
caution as to the interests of all concerned, 
aB every "petit juryman will affirm, who 
was accepted rs such on the trial. The re- 
sult has gone, before every community 
throughout the county, and like ninny other 
cases of notoriety, may or may not go into 
history. for the benefit of communities or 
individuals on its merits; but it does prove 
at least that there is something deficient in 
the grand jury system as conducted in this 

instance.

Exclusion of Chinese laborers from the 
United Stntcs, such as, exists under tho 
present law, will- be continued until Doe. 
7, 11)04, according to the hill passed by 
the -Senate. ■ The Piatt ; amendment, ■ ex- 
tending the present exclusion net until 
that dattf, was passed by n vote of "0 to 
1, the only man voting against. It being 
Senator Hoar. By a vote of 48 to 03'the' 
Senate 'adopted the-Plittt amendment us 
a substitute for the House bill, which 
provided -for tbe exclusion of Chinese in- 
definitely. 

The present laws relate only to the 
^coming of Chinese Into the United States 
proper, but tho new bill extends their pro- 
visions bo aa to npply-to thVlnsnlnr" pos- 
sessions. ; The Chinese in the East In- 
dian possessions' of Uncle Snra pannot, 
under tho provisions of the measure 
adopted, go to his 'West Indlnn posses- 
sions, or vice versa, b tit those residing 
In one group of Islands can go from cue 
Island to another of the same group. 

Article of tho Chinese treaty pro- 
vides that tho convention will remain in 
force for a period of ten years, beginning 
with the date of tho exchange of ratifi- 
cation, and, it six. months' before the ex- 
piration of the period of ten years neither 
government formnlly gives notice of its 
final termination to the other the treaty 
Will remain in force for another period 
of ten years. Tho bill passed- provides 
that In case the treaty be terminated as 
provided In article the exclusion' laws 
now upon the statute books nnd tho leg- 
islation adopted will be extended and will 
remain In force until- a new treaty re- 
specting tbe coming of Chinese persons 
Into the ..United States has been cund tid- 
ed nnd laws are passed carrying into 
effect the provisions of the new trenty, 

The Secretary of the Treasury 1b au- 
thorized to make* rules ami regulations 1 
not Inconsistent with tho lnws of the 
land necessary to carry out the legisla- 
tion enacted. Under the laws now in 
effect every Chinese laborer who Is en- 
titled to remain In the United Stntcs Is 
required to secure a certificate from the 
government, showing that he Is entitled 
to reside here. In the absence of such a 
certificate a Chinese laborer may be- ar- 
rested and deported unless be can show 
that he is entitled to remain here.

Tho'dlrectors of the church claim 
to have gained 20,000 converts in this 
country Inst iear. They maintain 2,000 
missionaries In tbe Held nit Urn time. 



BE6T11UCT10N DV A BHELL. 

The United States has Just developed fl 
cannon thnt will be tbe despnlr of foreign 
gunmnkcrs, 'A gun has been built; weigh- 
ing only four tons nml with only d^riuch 
caliber, which, the experts figure, will 
throw a MB- pound shell 25 miles. After 
15 years' of experiment the new gun has 
finally been perfected." It Is called the 
"Brown regimental wire" tube rnpld-flre" 
gun. -The shell starts with n velocity of 
4,000_fcet per second, sails ten miles into, 
the air and strikes the earth 25' miles 
away, all in one minute nnd 46 seconds, 
It requires only 82 pounds of powder to 
accomplish this. 

The tube and. foundation of the gun 
are curled sheets of stcci, one-seventh of 
an inch thick. Ten miles of wire Is 
wound Into each gtm, giving a tube that 
will stand the unheard of pressure of 02,- 
000. pounds to the square Inch, Tho 
range and energy of this gun nre attained 
by using a comparatively big powder 
chamber, together with n long barrel, and 
a special carriage has been designed to 
stand the recoil that comes from firing 
the gun at an angle of 40 degrees. 

Time was when It wns considered that 
New York, owing, to the batteries at 
Sandy Hook and on Coney Island, was 
Impregnable to the guns of a hostile 
fleet Now, a foreign fleet armed with 
such a gun as this might lie out of sight, 
of Sandy Hook and. blow New York off 
the "map. ' * ■

Suffocated as they slept, entrapped l» 
their berths and burned or forced panic- 
stricken Into therlver nnd drowned, over 
three score persons loBt their lives Sun- 
day morning In the destruction by lire of 
the steamer City of Pittsburg, near. Tur- 
ner's Landing, not far from Cairo; 111, 
• Those on board the steamer numbered 
about 150 and the death, list may reach 
seventy-live. ', Captain :".. Phillips estimates 
the loss of life at between fifty and six-' 
ij* Accurate Information probably nev- 
er can be secured, tor the steamer's .pas- 
Bonger list, the only rccsrd of the human 
lives she- carried, was destroyed. 

Lorce Crew and Many Pnsaenjjera. 

The steamer, a big sidc^wbceler plying 
■between '.Cincinnati' and Memphis, left 
the former city Wednesday night with 
thirty-one passengers and took on many 
others on the voyage down the river. Sho 
carried a crew. of seventy, So far only 
n few bodies' hnve been recovered. 

The work of death in this disaster, ono 
of the most shocking in -the history of 
river navigation, : wnsn matter ot but a 
'few minutes. The fire wns discovered a 
few minutes after 4 o'clock In Hie for- 
ward hold ot the steamer. All the pas- 
sengers were sleeping, as were all the 
members of the crew .except a few 
watchmen nnd tbe men at the engines. 

As quickly ns- possible runners were 
sent through tbe narrow passnges in the 
cabin shouting an alarm to the endan- 
gered sleepers.- Within a few seconds 
the whole steamer was alive with fright- 
encd passengers in the midst of n rush 
for life which began In panic nnd ended 
In horror. ; 

None took time to, put, on more thnn 
night clothes or to save' any valuables 
from their Btntcrboms, The supply of 
life-preservers was soon "exhausted after 
scenes of awful struggling, and there 
was a rush for. windows nnd railings iu 
the hope that a leap into the water 
might avert death In the flames. 

Menn while the members of Hie crew 
had launched one boat, end into this 
wore 'p"t the women nnd children who 
bad been able, to reach the deck beforo 
the burning of the stairways cut off that 
means of escape. Force wns necessary 
ta check the rush for the yawl, nnd in 
spite of heroism shown by the olltcers 
their work might have gone for nought 
If the ropes that bound the ynwl to the 
steamer hnd not been severed by ibo 
flames just as the small craft was tilled 
to" the danger point. About twenty or" 
thirty persons were taken off In this 
Way. 

Strnirirle In Water. 

Those who were left on the boat. and 
were still alive then "Jumped Into the 
water, joining their struggling fellows, 
who at tbe first alarm bad sought there 
a refuge from the flames. 

Screams and pitiful appeals for help 
were heard on every band as those of the 
unfortunates who could not swim felt in 
their lessening strength a warning of 
tbclr fate. 

Many pasBcngors clung by Anger tip] 
to the burning boat with bodies submerge 
cd until, overcome by flrc or water, they 
sank to death. Wesley Necley, a fisher* 
man, rescued, ^two from the whcelhoitsc. 
One was a man and 'the other a woman. 
Tho latter clung .to the boat until her 
bands were burned.

which for' drollery, sweetness ntid slnv 
pllclty opened up an entirely new nud 
original Held of humorous writing pecu- 
liarly American. He* wns nest In pub- 
lic note by a long series of short Btories 
of the most fanciful conceit and puRzlIng 
realism, chief of which was tho far- 
famed "The Lady or the Tiger*/" a tnla 
the elusive and tickling chnrm of which 
promises to make It a permanent part of 
Our native literature. 

Hardly less successful were "The Coat- 
ing Away of Mrs. Ivocks and Mrs, Ale- 
shine," "The Hundredth Man," and 
"Squirrel' Inn." 

-rie was born on April 5, 1854, In Phlla* 
dolphin, aud was educated at the common 
schools. He Intended to be a physician,, 
but took up engraving, and supported 
himself by that means for scvcrnl yenrBi .

KINGS' TITLES THAT GROW. 



Anclttnt HnHwl Ornunil. 

An ancient burial ground has' been 
discovered on the ranch of Lulctana 
Qulntana, near Mesa Rico, In Now 
Mexico, about ZOO miles southeast of 
Las Vegas. Two stones were first 
found that bore curious Inscriptions, 
and beneath these were round In shal- 
low excavations the bones of a frame 
that could not have been less than 
twelve feet in length. The men who 
opened the grave say the forearm was 
four feet long and that In a well- pre- 
served Jaw the lower teeth ranged 
from the size of a hickory nut to that 
of the largest walnut In size. The 
chest of the being is reported as hav- 
ing a. circumference, or seven feet. 
Qulntana, who has uncovered many 
other burial places, expresses the opin- 
ion that. perhaps thousands of skele- 
tons of a race of giants long extinct 
will be found. The. supposition Is' 
based on the traditions handed down 
Irom the early Spanish - Invasion that 
have detailed knowledge of the exist- 
once of a race or giants that Inhabited 
the plains of whnt now Is eastern New 
Mexico, Indian legends and carvings 
also In the same section Indicate tba 
existence of such a race.

"King of the English", " but to thin title 
William I added "Matron of the Nor- 
mans." His son changed the: title to 
"King of the English and Duke of the 
Normans," adding" "Del Qratlo." Hen- 
ry I. -was not satisded wltlTthls, and 
added "Duke of Auuitalne," and when 
John conquered Ireland he added 
"King of Ireland." 

When Henry V11I. came to the 
throne "Defender of the Faltli" was 
added to his title by the pope; since 
then all English monarchs have ap- 
propriated the Initials "l-\ D." 

To Henry VI 11, Is also duo the alter- 
ation of cite terms of address. 'Until 
15^7 "Vour Highness" was good 
enough for the king, but Henry In-' 
slBted. on ."Your Majesty," and the 
term still remains. 

When Janie3~h ascended the throne 
"King of Scotland" was added, and to 
him also Is due the "Most Sacred' 
Majesty"; but good Queen Anne al- 
tered this to "Her Most Excellent 
Majesty." 

With George III. came the title of 
"King of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and France and 
Defender of the Faith." The late 
Queen Victoria had "Empress of In- 
Ilia" added to her title. 

Edward VII. has still further added 
to the rites, anil is now "King of all 
the British Dominions Beyotul the 
Seas."
